North county businesses face tough times 


Area continues to struggle against 
declines in many major industries

Despite the dour warnings by 
economists that local businesses 
had better prepare themselves 
for a continued recession, Tom 
Penna is listening to a different 
expert these days — himself. 

“You have to be optimistic, 
even in the most depressing 
times,” said Penna, vice presi¬ 
dent of ITX Construction, an Or¬ 
ange-based contractor that is 
listing impressive sales this 


year. 

In two years, the company, 
which provides design as well as 
contracting services, has in¬ 
creased its gross sales by $3.6 
million — a feat Penna attribut¬ 
ed to ITX’s “non-traditional” 
business approach. 

But while companies such as 
ITX are reporting respectable 
gains, they are the exception 
rather than the rule, according to 
local economists. 

Citing drops in retail sales, 
manufacturing and services, the 


economists agree that north Or¬ 
ange County businesses — no 
matter how stable in the past — 
are facing an uphill battle 
against the most bitter recession 
the county has seen in years. 

Since spring 1990, north Or¬ 
ange County has struggled with 
declines in its defense, aerospace 
and construction industries. The 
cuts have been a major factor in 
the loss of nearly 77,000 jobs 
countywide during that period. 

Additionally, revenue losses 
have created a trickle down ef¬ 
fect that is crippling small busi¬ 
nesses — which comprise about 
95 percent of the county's busi¬ 
nesses — and contributing to lay¬ 
offs and closures. 

“There is a huge indirect im¬ 


pact,” said Anil Puri, director of 
the Institute for Economic and 
Environmental Studies at Cali¬ 
fornia State University, Fuller¬ 
ton. 

“People are dependent on the 
defense worker — industries 
such as real estate are impacted 
by that.” 

Puri said defense cuts affect 
everything from small business¬ 
es that rely on spending by the 
defense sector to the local enter¬ 
tainment industry. 

“This has been going on for 
five years,” he said, "but the re¬ 
cession makes it a double wham¬ 
my.”

City to re-dedicate 
i Placita Parkette 


The problems at the park ex¬ 
tended outside its boundaries to a 
nearby vacant home, which was 
vandalized and covered in graffi¬ 
ti. All the windows were broken, 
two walls had holes in them, clos¬ 
et doors were smashed and tools 
were stolen. Since then, the home 
has been fully restored. 

The park is closed from dusk to 
5:30 a.m. The city has no inten¬ 
tion of lifting the curfew. 

For the past eight months the 
city has worked on improving the 
park. A wrought iron fence was 
installed at the end next to house. 
The fence replaces a block wall 
that was marred by graffiti. 
Bushes have been trimmed for a 
better view for police. And graf¬ 
fiti is occasionally removed. And 
next month, play equipment and 
lighting will be installed. 

City Administrator Bob D’A- 
mato said the curfew has been 
effective in curbing gang activity

But not everyone 
agrees park has 
been reclaimed

City officials are gearing up to 
re-dedicate a local park to the 
community after an eight-month 
effort to reclaim it from gang 
members who made it their 
home after the sun went down. 

But, not everyone agrees the 
park belongs to the community. 
Several residents on Gonzales 
Street say gang-related prob¬ 
lems have not ceased. 

In May, the city placed a cur¬ 
few at La Placita Parkette at Ta- 
folla and Gonzales streets after it 
became a hang-out for as many

Police and residents have been working since May to reclaim La Placita Parkette from gang members. The park also became a site for 

drug dealing and graffiti.

Water passes lead, copper tests

Levels of lead and copper in Pla¬ 
centia and Yorba Linda water sup¬ 
plies are below the allowable limits 
set by the federal government. 

Leon De Los Rayes, a Yorba Lin¬ 
da Water District engineer, said 
district sampling showed lead lev¬ 
els of 0.002 milligrams per liter and 
0.27 milligrams per liter of copper. 
US Environmental Protection 
Agency standards are 0.015 milli¬ 
grams per liter and 1.3 milligrams 
per liter for copper. 

The levels, district general man¬ 
ager Bill Robertson said, are insig¬ 
nificant.

“This was the first time the wa¬ 
ter district has been responsible 
for water beyond our system, 
which ends at the meter,” Robert¬ 
son said. 

Chuck Gray, district engineering 
manager, said the homes were se¬ 
lected by the EPA because lead 
was used in the soldering of pipe 
connections when those homes 
were built from 1982-86. 

Because the levels were so low, 
Gray said the next test, probably in 
May or June, will consist of 30 of 
the 60 homes tested. 

The tests, which include a water 
test kit, is free, Robinson said, al¬ 
though any homeowner not in the 
sample can contact an independent 


water tester and get lead and cop¬ 
per readings. The cost is about $28. 

Although the last rate increase, 
adopted in October, included the 
lead and copper testing, “a lot 
more regulations and testing costs 
will be borne by the customer” 
during the next five years, Robert¬ 
son said. 

The costs for the two tests was 
$15,436, Robertson said. 

While the water samples in all 
the homes tested show safe 
amounts of lead and copper in the 
water, Robinson said homeowners 
can ensure that level stays low 
simply by running their water be¬ 
fore use.

The boyfriend, Sean Patrick 
Flanary, was last seen in Santa 
Ana on Tuesday at about 1 p.m. by 
a tipster who claimed to know 
Flanary and called police. The 
caller couldn't be sure he saw Kir¬ 
by in the car, but he recalled seeing 
“a small person,” said Corinne 


Loomis, a Placentia police spokes¬ 
woman. 

“We have no reason to believe 
Heather has been harmed but we 
are worried about her disappear¬ 
ance and want to return her as soon 
as possible to her mother,” Loomis 
said. 

Flanary and a male friend were 
briefly detained by Santa Ana po¬ 
lice at about 10 a.m. Tuesday in

stop, Loomis said. The car appar¬ 
ently had not been reported stolen 
and police let the two men go.

City will 
regulate 
tree lots

City Council members on Tues¬ 
day decided to take the regulation 
of Christmas tree merchants into 
their own hands. 

By a 5-0 vote, council members 
unanimously approved an ordi¬ 
nance regulating the selling of 
Christmas trees and lots. 

The ordinance shifts the respon¬ 
sibility to the city from the Orange 
County Fire Department. 

Merchants will be required to ob¬ 
tain a city business license, state 
sales tax license and all other re¬ 
quired licenses and permits. 

Before a permit will be granted, 
merchants must pay a $100 deposit 
to guarantee that they will remove 
all equipment, trash and debris 
from the tree lots before Dec. 31. 

People under 18 years old must 
receive written consent from their 
parents before working. 

Smoking is prohibited within 5 
feet of trees and other merchan¬ 
dise with 10 feet of painting, spray¬ 
ing, dipping or flocking operations.

Placentia resident is writing statewide shop curriculum

Tim Motherhead is in an envi¬ 
able position. Not only does he get 
to develop the tools to teach chil¬ 
dren but then he gets to sit back 
and watch it all come together. 

Motherhead, a Placentia resi¬ 
dent who teaches in La Verne, is 
writing the statewide curriculum 
for shop class. Students in Explor¬ 
ing Technology, the class he teach¬ 
es at Ramona Middle School, 


serves as his experimental guinea 
pigs. 

The room is divided into 34 work 
stations, all of which he developed. 
From fiber optics to computerized 
drawing to biotechnology to build¬ 
ing bridges, Motherhead offers it 
all to students. 

Nothing too sophisticated, he 
said, just enough to spark student 
interest, a flame he hopes will con¬ 
tinue throughout their lifetimes. 

“We as teachers haven’t been 
teaching kids about the future,” he 


said. “Technology is neither good 
nor bad. It’s how we use it. Tech¬ 
nology is the only way we’re going 
to get ourselves out of any mess we 
create.” 

By the time students leave his 
class for good, he hopes they will 
feel more empowered. The devices 
around them shouldn’t intimidate, 
he said. Instead, students should 
be able to look into the inner work¬ 
ings of a VCR and understand it. 

While bringing modern technol¬ 
ogy to seventh and eighth graders 


in the form of $38,000 in classroom 
equipment, Motherhead is most 
startled by their attitudes. Instead 
of awe, students, he said, expect 
intricate inventions. 

“I can’t believe this generation 
gap. When I was their age we were 
amazed that a man walked on the 
moon. They say, ‘It’s about time 
and when are we going to get to 
Mars? ” 

But all this technology and cur¬ 
riculum is aimed at more than just 
increased knowledge. Motherhead 


uses his teaching skills to help chil¬ 
dren feel better about themselves. 
He promotes failure. 

“Frustration means they’re try¬ 
ing. They learn to deal with them¬ 
selves.” 

More than 200 California schools 
mirror his classroom as he heads 
into his fifth year as technological 
instruction curriculum developer. 

Last year, Motherhead was 
named Los Angeles County Teach¬ 
er of the Year.

According to the National Feder¬ 
ation of Independent Business, a 
Washington-based lobbying group, 
California small businesses are 
facing worse economic conditions 
than the nation as a whole, and 
Southern California firms are 
worse off yet. 

The US Small Business Adminis¬ 
tration defines small businesses as 
retail or service companies with 
less than $3.5 million in annual 
sales or manufacturers with less 
than 50 employees. 

Statewide, 21 percent have cut 
prices recently in an effort to boost 
sales, while only 12 percent have 
raised them, an NFIB report said 
in late November. 

The report said capital spending 
across the state in the last three 
months was weak, inventories 
were reduced and employment 
was stagnant. 

In a survey of 800 California en¬ 
trepreneurs, more than one-quar¬ 
ter cited poor sales as their single 
most important problem. 

In north Orange County, total 
taxable sales in Anaheim, Brea, 
Fullerton, La Habra, Orange, Pla¬ 
centia, Yorba Linda and Villa Park 
declined steadily since fall 1989. 
Total taxable sales transactions at 
that time went from $2,062,468,000 
to $1,764,717,000 in spring 1991. 

Puri blamed much of that slip¬ 
page on cuts at Hughes Aerospace 
in Fullerton, the county’s biggest 
defense contractor, and other gi¬ 
ants such as Rockwell Internation¬ 
al Defense and Electronics, which 
employs 7,000 people in Anaheim.

Although the national economy 
is showing minor growth, a sub¬ 
stantial change won’t be felt in the 
county for about three years, he 
said.

sites many times left Sawyer with 
only a few hours of sleep each 
night “There were some weeks 
when I’d only get to sleep four 
hours at night because of how 
much work we were doing.” 

“I don’t know how people do 
work like that all day long,” he 
said, referring to regular United 
Way employees. 

The loaned executive program, 
developed 20 years ago, saves the 
Orange County chapter of the Unit¬ 
ed Way hundreds of thousands of 
dollars each year in payroll costs, 
spokeswoman Dena Montiel said. 

The executives are trained for 
one week before heading out to a 
work site. Once there, they ask em¬ 


ployees to donate a certain per¬ 
centage from each paycheck to the 
United Way. 

Sawyer was able to solicit $28,000 
in donations from a 300-employee 
office. His 15-week total probably 
will surpass the $100,000 mark. 

“The biggest surprise to me is 
the worker bees who give so much.

According to the United Way, 68 
percent of all donations come from 
blue collar workers.

For 31 years, D.K. "Buzz” Saw¬ 
yer passed by one of the largest 
women's shelters in Orange Coun¬ 
ty on his way to work each morning 
and didn’t know it. 

It took retirement and a volun¬ 
teer stint with the United Way be¬ 
fore Sawyer realized just how 
many charities inhabit an area he 
normally thought of as not needing 
such services. 

“I was surprised when I found 
out how many people use the Unit¬ 
ed Way,” he said, adding that one- 
third of all Orange County resi¬ 
dents look to the non-profit organi¬ 
zation for help. 


Sawyer, a Placentia resident, is 
one of many professionals who join 
the organization for 15 weeks as a 
“loaned executive.” While still be¬ 
ing paid by their regular employ¬ 
ers, loaned executives become 
United Way staffers. 

Now a retired engineer from 
Rockwell International, Sawyer 
became one of 38 such executives 


reporting for duty at the United 
Way last year. He was sent out to 
both large and small companies 
throughout the county soliciting 
workers for donations. 

“You end up meeting an awful 
lot of good people besides raising 
money,” he said.

them exceeding 10 acres, Cha said. 

“The potential was there, but we 
have been really lucky,” she said. 

However, officials are leery of 
the thicker vegetation causing big¬ 
ger fires in the new year. 

“It's basically like a growing 
baby," Hamric said. “This sum¬ 
mer could be a tough one. It goes 
without saying that unburned acre¬ 
age will be significantly greater 
this summer following this win¬ 
ter’s rain. Each year that it doesn’t 
burn the fuel gets built up for the 
following years.” 

The 1982 Gypsum Canyon fire, 
which charred nearly 18,000 acres 
and destroyed several homes, was 
the single biggest fire in Anaheim 
Hills in the last decade. 

County officials also attributed 
the lack of fires to increased public 
safety and awareness. 

Opening the 164,000 acres of wild¬ 
land to hikers and other outdoor 
enthusiasts doesn’t imply that fire 
safety standards will or should be 
compromised. 

“Fire safety is not seasonal,” 
Cha said. Firefighters will contin¬ 
ue clearing brush, conduct pre¬ 
scribed or controlled fires and fires 


along riverbeds — generally the 
scene of quick moving fires, she 
said. 

Hillside residents are advised to 
continue practicing safe fire prac¬ 
tices, such as clearing weeds brush 
near their homes.

Following the Orange County 
Fire Department's lead, north 
county cities called an end to fire 
season Monday declaring wildland 
areas open to the public once 
again.

A lack of major brush fires and 
more rainfall last year than in the 
past six years contributed to the 
decision, officials said.

Government takes away 
individualism in society 


During a recent visit to a 
North Orange County library, 
we struck up a conversation 
with an individual who agreed 
with this newspaper’s philoso¬ 
phy — with one exception. She 
is a strong supporter of public 
education. 

Beyond that, we debated the 
issue of beliefs — philosophical 
and religious, and why others 
cannot relate to a logic of a go¬ 
vernmentless society. And why 
religious persuasions, many of 
which honor a singular God, 
often cannot agree on their 
own theological venerations. 

It is agreed that people are 
not of one mind. Each nurture 
philosophies and religious be¬ 
liefs in an individual way. 

Some have no faith — philo¬ 
sophical or religious. 

There are those of us who 
are opposed to collective gov¬ 
ernment that is not voluntarily 
entered into by each individual 
involved. 

Some of the reasons for our 
belief is that government is co¬ 
ercive. Government tells how 
we are to be educated. It offers 
little bites of various amenities 
that individuals crave — often 
at the expense of others who 
do not share that same crav¬ 
ing. Politicians do this, we 
suppose, so that they can say 
they have provided some ser¬ 
vice to satisfy even the most 


discriminating tastes. This 
“political bribery” of the popu- 
lance might be the reason gov¬ 
ernment veterans keep getting 
re-elected. 

Government also taxes soci¬ 
ety to pay for public education 
and other services most indi¬ 
viduals should be willing to 
provide for themselves. We 
call it legal plunder. As we 
would give up our wallets to a 
gunman pointing a weapon at 
our heads, we turn over to 
government part of our earn¬ 
ings through the proverbial 
threat of governmental force. 

Our brief discussion with the 
library patron ended with a 
question neither of us could 
answer. “If it is illegal for an 
individual not connected with 
government to steal our earn¬ 
ings, why then, is it not illegal 
for that same individual work¬ 
ing as a government agent to 
steal from these same earn¬ 
ings?” 

With government taking 
more than half the average 
person’s income for taxes, it 
might be appropriate for more 
citizens to debate in their own 
minds, “Is what government 
provides for the masses, worth 
the costs?” Asked another 
way, “Are goverment services 
and programs really necessary 
for one’s survival?”

Take the gamble out of life, buckle up 


Buckling up can save your life — 
and your pocketbook. 

Wearing a seat belt while a mo¬ 
tor vehicle is in motion, has been 
the law in California for a number 
of years. But, now police officers 
are empowered to pull over viola¬ 
tors and issue tickets to those not 
restrained by lap belts and shoul¬ 
der harnesses. Until this year, offi¬ 
cers could only enforce the seat- 
belt law after pulling over motor¬ 
ists for other motor code 
violations. 

Why some motorists refuse to 
buckle up remains a mystery. The 


non-users offer all kinds of excuses 
— none of which equate to common 
sense. 

I was one of those non-believers 
in seat-belt safety — until a few 
days before Chirstmas. I was in¬ 
volved in a minor 3-vehicle traffic 
accident, my first after 43 years as 
a licensed driver. 

I was traveling at an estamated 
speed of 20 to 25 mph when it hap¬ 
pened. For some reason, maybe in 
the spirit of the approaching 
Christmas holiday, I had been 
buckling up. Before then, I rarely 
used my seat belt — too confining, I 


thought. Despite the low speed at 
which my accident occurred, I be¬ 
lieve buckling my seat belt saved 
me from a bad headache, if not 
injury. 

At the point of collision I felt the 
hard tug of the belt against me, 
keeping the forward momentum of 
my body to a minimum. 

Perhaps I would have been unin¬ 
jured even without use of the belt. 
But that’s not a gamble I choose to 
take in the future. I’ll be buckling 
up for safety’s sake from now on. 
Will you?

The inauguration of a new presi¬ 
dent may be just days away, but 
members of the group that worked 
to put Ross Perot on the presiden¬ 
tial ballot won't rest until Ameri¬ 
cans get their government back. 

Just ask Margo Gentry. 

The Brea resident is the coordi¬ 
nator of the County Line Chapter of 
United We Stand, a group that 
meets each week in La Habra. 

"Washington has become any¬ 
thing but something we can be 
proud of,” she said, pointing to 
President Bush’s Christmas Eve 
pardons of several key Iran-Contra 
figures, the savings and loan and 
check kiting scandals. 

“I’m not going to name them all, 
you know them as well as I do.” 

Now that the election has come 
and gone, Gentry said the group 
will watchdog government, trying 
to clean it up. 

“We are going to sit very heavily 
on the representatives from Con¬ 
gress,” she said. “They're going to 
have to listen to us because we are 
almost 20 million strong through¬ 
out the country. No one has lost lost 
interest in this group.” 

Disillusionment with govern¬ 
ment and the two-party system led 
Gentry to join the Perot movement 
last February. 

"I started out as a very liberal 
Democrat,” she said. “Then I be-

H e’s run into South Ameri¬ 
can coups, southern rac¬ 
ism and scholarship can¬ 
cellations. 

And while sprinting around the 
80-unit Placentia apartment he 
manages, he’s run into every ten¬ 
ant problem imaginable. 

But that doesn’t stop Venezue¬ 
lan Olympian Angel Roman. 

Since childhood, his legs have 
taken him in and out of adversi¬ 
ties faster than a gazelle. 

Next month, Roman hopes to 
break his 1992 record in the Brea 
8K Classic Road Race, set for 
Feb. 7. His lithe figure can be 
spotted in Carbon Canyon Region¬ 
al Park, on Fullerton and Placen¬ 
tia streets and along the Santa 
Ana River bed as he gets in shape 
for the event, sponsored by the 
Brea Mall to benefit the Brea 
Olinda High School Academic 
Booster Club and Track Booster 
Club. 


This month, he’s dealing with 
partying and plumbing, two of the 
most frequent problems at the 
apartment development he man¬ 
ages with his wife, Lisa. 

“This job actually makes it 
easy for an athlete,” he ex¬ 
plained. “I can pretty well name 
my own hours to train 15 to 17 
miles a day. You can’t do that 
with just any job.” 

Roman returned from Caracas 
in mid-December after running in 
the Venezuelan National Champi¬ 
onship Marathon. He said the 
race was delayed from November 
to Dec. 13 after a coup erupted. 
The 30-year-old sprinter, howev¬ 
er, was running in the top five at 
1:20 when he had to drop out be 
cause of a stress fracture. 

In the mid-80s, the internation¬ 
ally recognized runner was forced 
to drop out of another race: the 
race for equality at Tuskegee In¬ 
stitute in Alabama. 

Roman said he enterted the col¬ 
lege on a scholarship, only to find 
some of the school’s 95 percent 


black enrollment resented his 
skills and culture. 

“I was the only Hispanic on 
campus,” he recalled. “Every 
time I went out for practice, the 
students called me names and 
threw bottles and cans. After one 
semester, I headed back to Cali¬ 
fornia.” 

He said it was the only dis¬ 
criminatory treatment he had re¬ 
ceived in a career launched 20 
years ago in the small town of Ca- 
labozo on the Argentinean plains. 

Noticing the young boy's agil¬ 
ity, Roman’s elementary school 
teacher asked the school coach to 
enter him on the local team. To 
get in shape, the youngster would 
run to the store, through the mu¬ 
nicipal airport to get to the stadi¬ 
um and on the streets. 

At 14, Roman left home on a 
government scholarship to train 
with the national team in Venezu¬ 
ela. Three years later, he started 
studies at the University of Vene¬ 
zuela before he was sent to the 
US to train for the 1984 Olympics. 

In 1982, Roman arrived in Long 
Beach, enrolled at Long Beach 
State and Long Beach City Col¬ 
lege before learning his country’s 
scholarship had been canceled 
because of the country’s budget

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Anxiety disorders affect 15 percent 
of the population, doctors say

C laustrophobia coupled 
with nausea swept over 
Linda Morse’s body as 
she sat in a Honolulu restaurant 
with her husband. Panicked, she 
dashed from the dining room, un¬ 
able to understand The sudden ill¬ 
ness that paralyzed her coping 
mechanisms. 

Weeks passed before another 
attack struck in an Orange Coun¬ 
ty cafe. And then a virus com¬ 
pounded the emotional distur¬ 
bance like a hormonal explosion. 

Morse found she couldn't return 
to crowded situations, including 
her workplace. 

Dorothy Sims sat at her desk, 
feeling as if she were losing her 
mind. Marital problems had 
grown out of proportion, causing 
the secretary to lose touch with 
her feelings. 

Although their names have 
been changed, both north Orange 
County residents have undergone 
more than 10 years of treatment 
for panic disorders, which doc¬ 
tors indicate affect 2 percent of 
the national population. 

The illness is part of a greater 
problem, anxiety disorders, which 
affect IS percent of the populace, 
said Dr. Steven James, medical 
director of Yorba Hills Mental 
Health Center in Yorba Linda. 

James, who is conducting ma¬ 
jor research with new medica¬ 
tions and studies on 50 patients, 
said that panic disorders are 
comparable to migraine head¬ 
aches where physical problems 
stem from psychological stress¬ 
ors. 

Unlike most people who dread 
the holiday rush and cluttered 
shopping malls at Christmas 
time, the panic disorder victim 
has to live with closed-in feelings 
year-round. 

Morse, who has used different 
approaches in dealing with her af¬ 
fliction, has organized a support 
group for those suffering with 
panic disorder, agoraphobia or 
any anxiety-related problem. The 
group meets every Monday from 
7 to 9 p.m. at Yorba Hills Mental 


Health Center, 16850 E. Bastan- 
chury Road, Yorba Linda. 

She said there is no fee for the 
meetings, and support persons 
are welcome. For additonal infor¬ 
mation, call staff worker Diana 
Heinach at (714) 993-3002. 

“I don’t want to see this as a 
treatment or therapy program, 
but as a place for a group of peo¬ 
ple to come together for support,” 
Morse said. ‘‘We don’t need to 
swap symptoms, just swap coping 
mechanisms.” 

James said there are two clas¬ 
sifications of panic disorders that 
usually strike women more than 
men. The classic type involves 
the cardiovascular symptoms, 
causing tightening of the chest. 
The second, general panic, cre¬ 
ates a sense of doom.

“People who have panic at¬ 
tacks are four times more likely 
to attempt suicide than a de¬ 
pressed person," James said 
“They feel trapped, and are look¬ 
ing for any escape.” 

Morse, who is being treated for 
agoraphobia — the fear of being 
in open or public places — said 
psychiatrists believe her disorder 
stems from a major change in 
her life. She recounted the year 
she and her husband sold their 
business, forcing her to return to 
the home. “I simply suffered sep¬ 
aration anxiety,” she said. 

After seeking treatment, she 
was put on anti-depressants. “I 
also went through a lot of avoid¬ 
ance behavior, but I would not al¬ 
low myself to be housebound. 

“I went places and white- 


knuckled it. And then I read 
about Dr. James who specialized 
in panic attacks. Medication 
helped a lot. At least 1 have be¬ 
come desensitized in restaurants 
and can eat a meal.” 

Sims depends on self-esteem 
tape recordings and relaxation 
techniques to get her through the 
day. 

“I still get this fear of passing 
out, usually in church or in a res¬ 
taurant. In fact, I still sit in the 
back,” Sims said. 

“There are no cures for these 
disorders,” James said. “Panic 
attacks are recurrent. But with 
medications, there is progress. 

“I’m the one who tends to be¬ 
lieve that health is not the ab¬ 
sence of symptoms. It’s the quali 
ty of life."

Cancer treatment 


Your own body may turn out 
to be the best cancer fighter of 
all, according to Dr. R. Mi¬ 
chael Williams, chief medical 
officer of Cancer Treatment 
Centers of America. 

A new treatment is now be¬ 
ing introduced by some health 
care providers in which can¬ 
cer-fighting cells are grown 
from a patient’s own tumor 
tissue. The cells are then rein¬ 
troduced into the patient’s im¬ 
mune system to fight the re¬ 
maining cancer. 

“Research suggests Tumor- 
Derived Activated Cell Thera¬ 
py may be promising for peo¬ 
ple with renal cancer and mel¬ 
anoma,” says Williams. 

“We’re also looking at com¬ 
mon cancers like colon, breast 
and lung when other treat¬ 
ments fail.” 

The therapy is possible due 
to two recent developments: 
The FDA approval of Interleu- 
kin-2, a substance the tody 
produces in small amonts to 
stimulate the growth of white 
blood cells, and a new technol¬ 
ogy that enables researchers 
to grow large numbers of T- 
cells from tumor specimens.

person also experiences a loss of 
energy and may exhibit irregular 
sleeping and eating patterns, as well 
as an increase in alcohol or drug use. 
The person may be plagued by the 
recurring memories of the lost loved 
one, James said. 

“Some level of these symptoms 
can be considered normal," James 
said. But if the symptoms begin to 
interfere with one's ability to perform 
daily functions there may be a reason 
for alarm. Professional help may be 
necessary if the symptoms of de¬ 
pression continue over a period of 
several weeks or increase in 
severity." 

When a family member is dealing 
with a sense of depression due to 
loss of a loved one, according to 
James, “it is important that those 
emotions are acknowledged and not 
avoided.” He recommends a mo¬ 
ment of silence for someone who has 
passed away or another type of per¬ 
sonal reflection. If the individual is far 


from home, that loss can be recog¬ 
nized by scheduling a specific time to 
make a phone call, write a letter, 
make a video or audiotaped mes¬ 
sage to the individual. 

"The most important thing to re¬ 
member when you are being 
dragged down by the holiday blues, 
is to look to your family, friends and 
neighbors for support," James said. 
“Don't be afraid to ask for help by 
reaching out to someone — take con¬ 
trol of the situation by breaking old 
patterns and creating new 
traditions." 

Celebrating the holidays with the 
traditional activities can be a vehicle 
for stirring up painful memories. 

“No matter why your holiday sea¬ 
son is shadowed by the blues, re¬ 
member there is help available if you 
need it."

three most dangerous areas — 
stairs, kitchen and bathroom.) 

Stairs and steps: Do not leave 
objects on the stairs. Provide 
enough light to see all stairs and 
top and bottom landings. Do not 
use patterned or dark-colored car¬ 
peting on stairs. Repair loose stair¬ 
way rugs or boards immediately. 
Put non-slip treads on each bare 
wood step. Put in handrails 30 inch¬ 
es above the stairs on both sides of 
the stairway, and extend them the 
full length of the stairs. 


Kitchen: Clean up at once liq¬ 
uids, grease or food spills on the 
floor. Store food, dishes, cooking 
equipment within easy reach. Use 
a step-stool with a handrail at¬ 
tached. Repair loose flooring. Use 
non-skid floor wax. 

Bathroom: Place a slip-resistant 
rug adjacent to the bathtub forsafe 
exit and entry. Install a night-light 
in the bathroom. Place nonskid ad¬ 
hesive textured strips on the bot¬ 
tom of the bathtub or shower. Use a 
sturdy plastic seat in the bathtub if 
you cannot lower yourself to the 
floor of the tub, or if you are un¬ 
steady. Install handrails on the 
bathroom walls near the toilet and 
along the bathtub.

Q. How does aspirin work, and 
why is it not safe for some people? 

A. Aspirin is an anti-inflamma¬ 
tory, fever reducing, mild pain kill¬ 
er. It is said that aspitin works by 
acting directly on a portion of the 
brain. It reduces fever by enlarg¬ 
ing blood vessels in the skin and 
thus enhances the loss of body 
heat. 

Because apirin is used do freely, 
many people forget that it is a 
drug. Far too many people forget 
that there are safety limits to its 
use — even though it undoubtedly 
is the most frequently used drug in 
the world. 

When physicians ask new pa¬ 
tients if they are taking medicines, 
they frequently forget to memtion 
that they may have been taking 
aspirin in one of its many forms 
and combinations. Since aspirin 
can affect the blood-clotting mad- 
anism, it is imperative that doctors 
know if patients have been taking 
aspirin for any period of time. 

It is most important to remem¬ 
ber that aspirin can erode the deli¬ 
cate inner lining of the stomach 
and the upper intestine. Patients

with a history of stomach or duode¬ 
nal ulcer must not take aspirin. It 
must be emphasized, too, that 
there are many over-the-counter 
drugs that contain aspirin. A great 
number of people take these drugs 
without being aware that aspirin is 
one of the ingredients. Vitamin C in 
large doses may be responsible for 


the accumulation of aspirin in the 
body tissue and may cause severe 
toxicity. 

This most common of all drugs 
may do harm to the health of the 
pregnant mother and to her unborn 
child. After childbirth, aspirin can 
be found in the mother's milk and 
may cause toxic effects in the nurs¬ 
ing infant. 

Remember, apsirin is a drug and 
must be respected for its value and 
its possible toxic effects.

Lower eyelid bags are also a famil¬ 
ial characteristic and do tend to in¬ 
crease in size with age. This 
condition can be substantially im¬ 
proved with excision of fat from the 
lower eyelid.

This ap¬ 
proach leaves no visible scar and 
decreases the chance of 
complications.

‘Hoffa’ attempts to resolve 
the mystery behind the man

As a young person, the name 
Jimmy Hoffa presented an intrigu¬ 
ing mystery to me. Now a new mo¬ 
tion picture titled “Hoffa,” at¬ 
tempts to explain who the man 
was. 

Jack Nicholson (also starring 
this season in “A Few Good Men”) 
has the title role. Jimmy Hoffa is 
depicted as a hard worker whose 
charisma and enthusiasm drove 
him to the head of the powerful 
Teamsters Union. J.T. Walsh (“A 
Few Good Men”) plays Frank 
Fitzsimmons who helped Hoffa or¬ 
ganize the union. However, the 
film also connects Hoffa to orga¬ 
nized crime. 

Using the flashback technique, 
the film opens at a roadhouse cafe. 
This is where Hoffa was supposed¬ 
ly last seen alive before his myste¬ 
rious disappearance. He was going 
to have a meeting with an orga¬ 
nized crime figure, played by Ar- 
mand Assante. Hoffa’s closest 
companion, played by Danny De¬ 
Vito, is at the roadhouse with him. 

The film shows Hoffa using vari¬ 
ous tactics to rise to the top. His 


tenure is turbulent. Eventually he 
is the subject of a government in¬ 
vestigation led by Robert F. Ken¬ 
nedy. This reveals Hoffa’s illegal 
activity, which leads to a jail sen¬ 
tence and his downfall. 

The film, under the direction of 
DeVito, presents a very informa¬ 
tive recapitulation of his life. Nich¬ 
olson is very convincing and the 
scenes are startling and realistic. 
A particular highlight is a mob 
scene between strikers and scabs 
that takes place early in Hoffa's 
career. 

Expert editing of DeVito’s direc¬ 
tion is the key. The film manages 
to keep a steady pace as it alter¬ 
nates between the scenes at the 
roadhouse and the progrssion of 
the story. 

David Mamet’s screenplay lays 
out the chain of events and ex¬ 
plains what probably happened to 
Jimmy Hoffa. It's an interesting 
and entertaining film.

I always look forward to seeing 
A1 Pacino on screen. If you are a 
big fan of his you may like his new 
film “Scent of A Woman.” It is not 
one of his best. 

He plays a retired U.S. Army of¬ 


ficer who became blind after a 
freak accident, His attitude to¬ 
wards life is very negative, to say 
the least. 

He does have a desire. He wants 
to go to New York and stay in a 
great hotel. He also wants to have a 
fine dinner and sleep with a sexy 
woman. What he wants to do after 
that is the crux of the story. 

Meanwhile, his relatives with 
whom he lives in New England, 
hire a prep-school boy from a near¬ 
by school to take care of him while 
they go away for Thanksgiving. 
The wily Pacino tricks the boy, 
played by Chris O’Donnell, to ac¬ 
company him on that fling to the 
Big Apple. 

Directed by Martin Brest (“Bev¬ 
erly Hills Cop”), “Scent of a Wom¬ 
an” has its moments. Pacino is al¬ 
ways fascinating to watch, but 
here his character at times seems 
too emphatic. Pacino over plays 
the role. Some of the scenes are 
impressive, but more often than 
not, there is an unnatural feel to 
Pacino's bitterness. O’Donnell on 
the other hand, seems to play more 
of a real character and his relation¬ 
ship with Pacino is a marvel to 
watch.

Lady Hawks fly to new heights 


Balanced, experienced lineup boosts El Dorado to 13-0 start

G ary Raya has involved 
himself with El Dorado 
High basketball for 23 of 
his 26 years. As a youth, he was 
ballboy for the boys team. As a 
student, he made the team. Upon 
graduating, he became an assis¬ 
tant boys coach and would assume 
the role of head varsity girls coach 
last season. 

His devotion has paid off. 

Today, Raya’s Golden Hawks 
stand primed for a run at their 
first-ever Empire League champi¬ 
onship as league play begins with a 
7:30 p.m. contest against defend¬ 
ing champion Cypress. 

That’s because El Dorado enters 
the game with a 13-0 record, one 
that includes championships in the 
El Dorado Coed Classic and the La 
Puente Tournament. 

“I’ve never been so proud than 


after that La Puente Tourna¬ 
ment,” Raya said of a champion¬ 
ship performance made possible 
without the contributions of start¬ 
ing senior point guard Jody Caruso 
and sixth-player Kim Korsmeier. 

“It’s because we don’t have only 
one leading scorer,” said Caruso, a 
returning all-league player who is 
back healthy after a bout with 
bronchitis and its side-effects. 
“Coach stresses team and that’s 
what does it for us. If we don’t play 
like a team, that’s the first thing he 
points out.” 

It was a preseason quote that 
best describes Raya’s attitude: “If 
we can play 10 girls on the floor, 
we’ll be OK.” 

They are — on both counts. 

El Dorado already had four 
starters returning from a 1991-92 
team that advanced to the CIF 
Southern Section III-AA semifi¬ 
nals. Besides Caruso, 5-9 all-league 
guard/forward Jamie Sweet, 5-10 


senior forward Nicole DeBruijn 
and 6-1 sophomore forward Shanna 
Renken are back. 

But it has been the doings of the 
bench players that has led to the 
unbeaten start and the ranking of 
No. 6 in the Orange County poll. 

When Caruso was out, three-year 
varsity guard Angie Conley 
stepped in. 

“Even when we’re tired, we all 
have heart — that Something deep 
down that makes you keep going,” 
Conley said. “I’ll be getting tired 
and see that in someone else’s eyes 
and it helps me.” 

Sophomore forwards Shannon 
Nebeker and Michelle DeBruijn 
and junior guard Julie Bluth have 
all provided Raya the invaluable 
luxury of substituting a starter off 
the court with little drop-off in con¬ 
tribution. 

"These are girls who had been 
playing a conservative role being 
pushed into a role where they had 


to produce and they did,” Raya 
said. “It makes me optimistic. I 
know you’re only supposed to look 
at your team one year at a time, 
but... ” 

It doesn't hurt that El Dorado’s 
three girls teams had a composite 
record of 33-3 as of Tuesday. 

“With some teams, you put 
someone from the bench on the 
floor and it’s like, ‘Oh, gosh.’ But 
we have a real deep bench,” Caru¬ 
so said. 

“I look at it as if I have to do the 
best I can when I get in there,” said 
Bluth. “If someone comes off the 
bench, the starters know they’re 
capable of playing. It doesn’t mat¬ 
ter when they come in to play. It 
just matters that they do the job 
when they’re in there.”

dition to depth that have led to 
Raya’s prolonged supervision of 
success: Familiarity and defense. 

“We’ve been together for a long 
time and we know each other 
well,” she said. “We see each other 
every day. None of us are enemies. 
And my sister’s on the team.” 

“We go out to pizza after games. 
On weekends, we go to somebody’s 
house or do other things as a 
team,” Bluth said.

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Resolutions may speed market turn-around 


Economic news of recent weeks bodes 
well for the national real estate market. 
Housing starts are up, residential resales 
are up, and interest rates remain at some 
of the lowest levels in 20 years. 

Experts are quick to say California — 
specifically Southern California — is not 
out of the woods yet. In fact, many claim 
it will be years before the fundamental 
problems driving our local real estate 
market are corrected. 

In an effort to speed such a process, I 
have taken some license in the creation of 
a list of New Year’s Resolutions for those 
who will this year involve themselves in 
the local real estate market: sellers, buy¬ 
ers and real estate professionals. Keep¬ 
ing the resolutions won’t guarantee an 
overnight turnaround, but it will certain¬ 
ly make 1993 an improvement over 1992. 

For sellers in the coming year I resolve 
to: 

1) Seek out and absorb market data 
from as many objective sources as possi¬ 
ble. I will also pay more attention to what 
my agent has to say than to what my 
neighbor has to say. 

2) Examine my motivation for selling 
at least once every 30 days while my 
home is on the market. If my motivation 
increases, I will give thorough consider¬ 
ation to all suggestions made by my 
agent, including a price reduction. If my

motivation decreases, I will remove my 
home from the market and insist my 
agent cancel all marketing efforts. I un¬ 
derstand doing so may result in the sale 
of a more motivated neighbor’s home. 
This is as it should be. 

3) Give my agent the tools required to 
obtain a purchase offer on my home. 
These include basics such as a sign, lock- 
box, and a home in showing condition 
with minimal notice. It also includes a 
realistic and competitive list price and 
my responsibility for the ultimate suc¬ 
cess or failure in the marketing process, 
as determined by my chosen list price. 


4) Hold my agent accountable for his or 
her responsibilities, including adherence 
to a written listing management plan. 
The plan will include exposure strate¬ 
gies, scheduled updates regarding the 
market, and communications with me re¬ 
garding all successes and failures of the 
elements of the plan. If my agent fails me 
in his or her written commitment, I will 
rightfully insist on a cancelation of my 
listing agreement, or a change of agents. 

5) Consider fully and responsibly any 
offer I may receive. The market and the 
potential buyer — not my agent or the 
buyer’s agent — will determine the offer 
price. I understand that a counteroffer 
will likely result in the loss of a potential 
buyer, and I will accept full responsibil¬ 
ity for the consequences of any counterof¬ 
fer I generate. 

6) Share this column with my real es¬ 
tate agent. 

For buyers in the coming year I resolve 
to: 

1) Make a commitment to a single real 
estate agent in the home purchase pro¬ 
cess. As long as he or she provides me all 
the information I require in order to 
make an intelligent decision, I will pur¬ 
chase only through him or her in order 
that he or she may be paid for services 
performed. 

2) Be honest and up front regarding my 


finances with my agent and my lender. I 
further commit to my financial prequali¬ 
fication by a lender before I ask my agent 
to show me any properties. 

3) Have realistic expectations. I under¬ 
stand it is not possible for my agent to 
show me every home on the market with¬ 
in my price range. 1 also understand that 
in a buyer’s market, any offer I submit 
which is not accepted by the seller is 
inherently flawed. In such case, I will 
review my offer strategy with my agent 
and accept his or her recommendations 
for future success. 

4) Purchase a home for the right rea¬ 
sons. I accept that affordability and life¬ 
style — not appreciation potential — are 
the best reasons to purchase a home in 
this market. I will not hold my agent or 
anyone else accountable for any de¬ 
crease in value which may occur as a 
result of the market. (However, I will 
take full credit for any increase in value.) 

5) Buy a home this year for the right 
reasons. See above. 

6) Share this column with my real es¬ 
tate agent.

There will be an adequatge supply of 
qualified appraisers nationwide now that 
federal legislation mandating state licen¬ 
sure and certification of real estate ap¬ 
praisers in in effect, according to the Na¬ 
tional Association of Realtors. 

Licensing and certification for apprais¬ 
ers resulted from enactment of the Fi¬ 
nancial Institutions Reform, Recovery 
and Encorcement Act, which requires 
the use of state licensed or certified ap¬ 
praisers for most real estate transactions 
involving federally regulated or insured 
financial institutions. 

Originally, the law required states to 
have in place an appraisal regulatory 
system by July 1, 1991. However, Con¬ 
gress extended that date to Jan. 1,1993, to 
allow states additional time to imple¬ 
ment licensing and certification pro¬ 
grams that comply with the federal man¬ 
date.

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Finding the right home requires planning ahead 


With all the choices in today’s real es¬ 
tate market, how does one go about find¬ 
ing the right home? It seems the more 
research that is done, the more alterna¬ 
tives one discovers. 

It is important to visualize one's needs 
and to plan ahead.

It is important to get priori¬ 
ties in order before looking or even talk¬ 
ing to a real estate broker or sales asso¬ 
ciate, according to Berger.

Why do we forget every decade, during 
the "down cycle,” that real estate prices 
have cycles? The stock market has cy¬ 
cles, gold prices have cycles, even wom¬ 
en’s skirt lengths have cycles. 

We accept those things, but panic sets 
in when a “down cycle" affects our real 
estate prices, and doomsday forecasters 
feed our freenzy. 

During an “up cycle,” most of us sit 
back and watch the values rise, then rush 
to leverage our homes to the hilt, borrow¬ 
ing on the increased equity. Then, when 
the prices make the expected change 
downward, we moan about the awful 20 


new expeience, so it is especially impor¬ 
tant to do one’s homework. Current 
homeowners should know exactly what’s 
lacking in their present home. Is another 
bedroom needed ? A bathroom ? Is there a 
good school nearby? 

First, decide on location. A big part of 
the answer will hinge on where or how 
one earns a living. If the job requries a lot 
of reading or is quite stressful, public 
transportation may offer valuable time 
to sit quietly. “Regardless, you should 
practice the commute in rush-hour traf¬ 
fic before making a commitment. A 
seem-ingly quiet road can transform into 
gridlock during peak hours," says 
Berger. 

People with children have other major 
considerations: school and safety. If chil¬ 
dren are to be sent to private schools,the

This trend tends to push the resale- 
home start-up period out another six 
months.

In 
condos and other communities, make 
sure the rules and regulations, as well as 
the bylaws meet with lifestyle require-

ments. This type of housing is great for 
people who want to own their own space 
without being responsible for mowing the 
lawn or repairing the roof; a manage¬ 
ment company handles that. 

On the other hand, there are fees to pay 
for these serveies. “In addition to check¬ 
ing the documents and financial sound¬ 
ness of the homeower’s association, you 
must detemine if the monthly fees are 
worth the services and additional ameni¬ 
ties such as a swimming pool or exercise 
room,” Berger said 

Affordability can be a factor, not only 
in the type of housing, but whether it’s 
new or an existing home. Old houses have 
fine woodwork or interesting nooks and 
ernnies not normally found in new 
homes. They generally sit on landscaped 
lots with mature trees and grown bushes. 

New homes may cost more, but they 
offer the owner opportunities to make 
decisions on amenities, colors, carpeting 
and fixtures. 

Selecting a real estate agent is an im¬ 
portant first step to begin the search pro¬ 
cess. “Ask for personal recommenda¬ 
tions to find an individual who is knowl¬ 
edgeable about the neighborhood and has 
access to the local Multiple Listing Ser¬ 
vice,” says Berger. Also ask for Realtor 
membership. These professionals go be¬ 
yond state licensing requirements, sub¬ 
scribe to a strict code of ethics and are 
involved in continuing education.

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Purchasing a condominium: Is it for you?

The buyer is entitled to ask for copies of 
all declarations, association rules and 
bylaws. Remember, you have to live 
within the limitations set up by the condo 
association. Make sure you can abide by 
the guidelines listed. 

Also, pay attention to the status of the 
association reserve fund, which is set up 
by residents for maintenance of the build¬ 
ing or complex. If the reserve fund is low 
and the building is in need of repair or 
extensive upkeep, be aware that you’ll be 
asked to contribute money above and be¬ 
yond the regular association fees for 
those projects in the near future. 

Because the home is an investment,

and buyers not having a thorough under¬ 
standing of the facts regarding the mar¬ 
ket.

If you own a recre¬ 
ational vehicle that needs to be parked in 
a driveway or garage, or if you own a pet, 
you don’t want to live someplace that 
doesn’t allow this. 

Moving into a condominium can pro¬ 
vide many advantages, but buyers 
should be aware of the many details in¬ 
volved. By working with qualified profes¬ 
sionals, you can be sure that condo living 
can be a happy one that can make for a 
good investment.

It takes special qualities for a real estate career 


Exploring new career options? There 
are many advantages to selling real es¬ 
tate. However, those who are considering 
real estate as a career should give seri¬ 
ous thought to the special qualities re¬ 
quired. 

“As in other professions, not everyone 
is cut out to be a real estate broker or 
sales associate,” says Lois Berger, presi¬ 
dent of the North Orange County Associa¬ 
tion of Realtors. “Persons considering a 
real estate career should ponder their 
motivation and personal qualificiations 
before making this important decision.” 

What are the reasons a real estate ca¬ 


reer seems appealing. Do some of the 
following sound familiar? 

■ I can make lots of money 
without working too hard. 

■ I can be my own boss, 
working a few hours a day and spending 
the rest of the time at home. 

■ It’s easy to get a real es¬ 
tate license. It takes little education and 
training compared with other fields, and 
besides, it’s inexpensive. 

■ I’m so bored at home. 
This will get me out of the house for 
awhile. Besides, I enjoy looking at other 


people’s homes. 

■ We'll be selling our home 
in a year or two, and I can save the com¬ 
mission by listing and selling it myself. 

The above statements are, of course, 
false. As a profession, real estate is de¬ 
manding. 

Financial realities also must be faced 
before a commitment is made, or serious 
consequences could result. Answer the 
following questions as honestly as possi¬ 
ble: 

■ Are you able to live on 
your financial assets for three months, or 
even longer, or are you dependent on a 
monthly paycheck to make ends meet? 

■ What happends when 
your closing falls through and the check 
you counted on doesn’t materialize? Are 
you flexible? 

■ Are you prepared to dash 
out of the house at 10:30 on Sunday night 
to present a contract? 

■ Will you forego a long- 
awaited evening out or an important so¬ 
cial event to obtain that sale or listing you 
have pursued for so long? 

■ Will you burst into tears 
when the door is slammed in your face as 
you announce that you are the neighbor¬ 
hood real estate professional “just stop¬ 
ping by to get acquainted?” 

Real estate is an excellent profession. 
It’s one of the best. But like others, it is 
not for everyone and it is especially not 
for the weak-willed or the lazy. It is not 
for the quitter, the loser or the whiner. It 
is definitely not for the person with low 


self-esteem, a need for security or con¬ 
stant reassurances. 

Who is a good candidate for this de¬ 
manding field? “The person who is inde¬ 
pendent, well-organized, hardworking 
and financially secure,” says Berger. 
“The individual who is willing to work 
long hours and enjoys making contacts 
with the public, who views rejection as a 
challenger rather than a personal af¬ 
front. Someone who is willing to invest 
his or her time and money in eduction to 
improve personal knowledge and skills in 
the continuing quest to become more pro¬ 
fessional. The person who does not de¬ 
pend on such corporate benefits as paid 
vacations and holidays, medical and den¬ 
tal insurance, sick days and company- 
paid social security and unemployment 
benefits.” 

If this description fits, then by all 
means pursue a real estate career. Inter¬ 
view real estate professionals and listen 
closely to what they have to say. Take a 
seminar on real estate at an area college. 
And then, if a real estate career is still of 
interest, study for a real estate license 
with the full anticipation of success in 
this challenging field. 

A career in real estate is not a hobby or 
a pastime for the faint of heart. “The real 
estate professional devotes the same 
hours and personal efforts to his or her 
calling as does the doctor, nurse, attor¬ 
ney, accountant, writer or any other dedi¬ 
cated specialist. To do any less would be 
a disservice to oneself and the industry,” 
says Berger.
